At a town council meeting 
he said: “This is a once-in-a 
-lifetime opportunity.” 

The working group in¬ 
cludes members of the town 
council and the local com¬ 
munity. The group met for 
the first time last Thursday 
Cllr Drummond said he 
wanted to get a significant 
budget so the town didn’t 
have to do it “on the cheap”. 
He hoped local schools and 


a band could get involved in 
any celebrations when Her 
Majesty visits the town. 

The Queen last visited 
Newmarket on official busi¬ 
ness last May when she went 
to The National Stud, mark¬ 
ing its centenary year.

A COLT sired by top racehorse 
Dubawi sold for almost 3 million 
guineas at Tattersalls this week. 

Book 1 of the Tattersalls October 
Yearling Sales got under way yes¬ 
terday and saw buyers from across 
the globe flocking to the prestigious 
bloodstock auctioneers to view and 
bid on hundreds of horses. 

The highlight of yesterday’s sale 
was lot 39 - a bay colt born in Feb¬ 
ruary last year out of Dubawi and 
Fallen For You - which sold for 2.6 
million guineas to John Ferguson. 

The colt is the joint-third most 
expensive yearling sold in the Tat¬ 
tersalls sale ring in the last 15 years 
and is the highest-priced yearling 
sold in the world this year. 

Fallen For You won the Corona¬ 
tion Stakes (Gl), and this is her sec¬ 
ond foal. She had a Frankel foal this

Hunt for missing airman continues as police track phone 


POLICE are continuing the hunt for 
missing 23-year-old airman Corrie 
McKeague after his mobile phone 
was traced to Barton Mills. 

The RAF Honington serviceman 
was last seen on September 24 on 
a night out in Bury St Edmunds, 


where CCTV footage shows him 
walking at 3.20am.

High Court bid 
for Hatchfield 


LORD Derby will be going to 
the High Court to challenge 
the Secretary of State’s rejec¬ 
tion of Hatchfield Farm. 

The 400-home develop¬ 
ment, which was approved 
by Forest Heath District 
Council before it was called 
in last year, was dismissed 
by the Secretary of State 
because the “threat to the 
horseracing industry” car¬ 
ried “substantial weight 
against the proposal”. 

Lord Derby has now decid¬ 
ed to challenge the decision. 

In a statement, he said: 
“I’m clearly very disappoint¬ 
ed that the Secretary of State 
made the surprise decision 
to overturn the clear recom¬ 
mendation of the Planning 
Inspector and Forest Heath 
District Council to approve 
the sustainable development 
of Hatchfield Farm. 

“The plans for Hatchfield 
Farm reflect an emerging Lo¬ 
cal Plan allocation, respect 
the heritage and unique na¬ 
ture of Newmarket and set 
out a clear and realistic plan 
for building much-needed 
new homes in the town. 

He said that he had seen 
a “great deal of support” for 
the development due to the 
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homes it delivers and the 
“£6.9m of social, economic 
and infrastructure benefits it 
would bring”. 

Lord Derby said those ben¬ 
efits would include improve¬ 
ments which could help the 
horseracing industry. 

He added: “Having con¬ 
sidered our options, we have 
reluctantly concluded that 
there is no alternative but 
to challenge the Secretary of 
State’s decision in the High 
Court. 

“We will now be making 
this challenge in partnership 
with the Rural Parishes Alli¬ 
ance and with the intention 
of engaging with all interest¬ 
ed parties.” 

But William Gittus said 
the Newmarket Horsemen’s 
Group would continue to 
fight to protect its industry. 

He said: “Clearly, New¬ 
market Horsemen’s Group 
is as disappointed by Lord 
Derby’s decision to challenge 
the Secretary of State as he is 
by the Secretary of State’s de¬ 
cision itself, but his action is 
no great surprise. 


“Regrettably, the system 
allows an applicant to con¬ 
tinue ad infinitum. 

“It is up to the Secretary of 
State to respond as he sees fit 
but Newmarket Horsemen’s 
Group will continue to do 
everything it can to protect 
and grow an industry that 
provides over 8,500 jobs.” 

Forest Heath District 
Council will be holding an 
extraordinary meeting to de¬ 
cide how to respond to the 
Secretary of State’s decision. 

District councillor Lance 
Stanbury, said: “I believe For¬ 
est Heath, as the local plan¬ 
ning authority, is the custo¬ 
dian of Newmarket’s future, 
as well as the wider commu¬ 
nity’s interests and therefore 
we will discuss Hatchfield 
Farm at our Cabinet meeting 
on October 11 when we will 
take into account the poten¬ 
tial implications of this legal 
challenge and consider every 
angle very carefully before 
making any decision our¬ 
selves about our own next 
steps.”

LEVEL CROSSING 

‘Level crossing needs 
new safety measures’ 
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A LEVEL crossing earmarked for 
closure by Network Rail in New¬ 
market should have safety meas¬ 
ures added to it so it can stay 
open. 

These are the thoughts of town 
councillor Peter Hulbert who is 
strongly against the crossing’s 
closure, along with the rest of the 
town council. 

Cllr Hulbert said: “I would like 
to see something like flashing 
lights or a buzzer. 

“When a train is within a mile 
away, the flashing lights and the 
buzzer will go off to alert people 
using it.” 

However, Network Rail has said 
that lights and warning sounds 
would not work because of its 
proximity to the station. 

A spokesperson said: “Neither 
would give consistent warning

for level crossing users to enable 
them to cross safely. 

“We still believe that closing the 
level crossing is the safest option 


and have been holding a second 
round of consultation sessions 
across the region to gather feed¬ 
back on our proposals.” 

Cllr Hulbert said Network Rail 
highlighted the safety risks, which 
meant the crossing needed to be 
closed, at two public meetings. 

Cllr Amy Starkey said: “Net¬ 
work Rail are saying the risk is 
increased by a half-hourly service 
but we don’t have a half-hourly 
service at the moment. 

“We would not consider any 
changes until there were clear 
signs of a half hourly service. 

“As far as I am concerned, noth¬ 
ing has changed. Their reasons 
for doing it are not valid.” 

She said that the council should 
strongly “push back” to Network 
Rail to raise this issue. 

Cllr Hulbert accused Network 
Rail of “interrupting people’s 
lives” by closing the crossing, 
meaning they had to take on a 
route with an added 1,600 metres 


to their journey. 

A three-day census by Network 
Rail found that 405 people used 
the crossing on a weekday and 
506 people used it over a week¬ 
end. 

Cllr Chris O’Neill said he had 
seen how popular the crossing 
was for himself. 

He said: “I use it very often and 
I have never crossed there and not 
greeted someone as I’m crossing. 

“It’s very well used, as their evi¬ 
dence backed up.” 

The town council decided it 
would write to East Cambridgesh¬ 
ire District Council and Wooddit- 
ton Parish Council to get further 
support against the closure. 

The Network Rail spokesper¬ 
son added that they had not yet 
considered information from the 
meetings and no final decision 
has been made.

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Memorial damage sees 
calls for one-way road

CALLS have been made to 
make Rutland Hill in New¬ 
market a one-way system 
due to concerns for the Bill 
Tutte Memorial and safety 

The town council is ask¬ 
ing Suffolk County Council 
to make the road one way to 
stop damage to the memo¬ 
rial and avoid any injuries 
due to accidents. 

Councillors have sup¬ 
ported a plea by Richard 
Fletcher, chairman of the 
Bill Tutte Memorial Com¬ 
mittee, who has asked for 
restricted parking and traf¬ 
fic flow due to regular dam¬ 
age to the memorial. 

Mr Fletcher said: “Park¬ 
ing in the roadway or even 
within the memorial circle 
itself is now commonplace 
while heavy goods and oth¬ 
er vehicles do U-turns and 
other manoeuvres around 
the memorial to avoid going 
down Palace Street. 

“Significant damage is be¬ 
ing done to the special road 
surface and to individual el- 
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ements of the memorial. 

“We have already had to 
replace two of the special 
stainless steel bollards af¬ 
ter vehicle collisions and 
the concrete plinth is badly 
scuffed - it is only a matter 
of time before the steel me¬ 
morial itself is damaged.” 

The issues had already 
been brought to the town 
council’s attention in 
2015 but the road was not 
changed. 

Cllr Peter Hulbert, at a 
meeting of the town coun¬ 
cil, said there were concerns 
about public safety and the 
threat of an accident hap¬ 
pening in the area. 

He said: “I quite agree 
with this because there’re a 
lot of problems caused by 
cars going down there and 
trying to reverse out. 

“One day there will be a 
nasty accident there. Some¬ 


thing bad is going to hap¬ 
pen there one day - let’s try 
to fix it before it does.” 

Cllr Michael Jefferys pro¬ 
posed the town council 
sends a letter to the county 


council “with some urgen¬ 
cy” and highlighting the 
safety issues, asking them to 
address the situation. 

A spokesperson for Suf¬ 
folk County Council said 


they would give “careful 
consideration” before any 
decision is made and the 
impact on roads around 
Rutland Hill would have to 
be taken into account.

“I think learning about New¬ 
market’s heritage is very impor¬ 
tant. A lot of people don’t think 
racing is that interesting but 


when you see the background it 
is brilliant.”

Whereas the three-door 
returns 47.9mpg and 138g/ 
km C02 emissions, the five- 
door is slightly less economical, 
managing 46.3mpg and 141g/km 
emissions. 

The usual ST fittings, such as 
the tuned suspension, steering 
and brakes, have all been carried 
over to the more practical car in a 
bid to maintain the much-lauded 
handling. 

Prices start from £19,495, 
which makes the five-door car 
£600 more expensive than its 
three-door equivalent, but that 
includes 17-inch alloy wheels, the 
wide ST grille and a sculpted rear 
diffuser, as well as privacy glass 
and halogen headlights.

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Tesla’s self-drive update 
limits hands-off driving

T ESLA Motors chief 
executive Elon Musk 
said on Sunday the 
carmaker was updating its 
semi-autonomous driving 
system Autopilot with new 
limits on hands-off driving 
that probably would have 
prevented a fatality in May. 

Musk said the update, 
which will be available 
within a week or two 
through an "over-the-air" 
software update, would rely 
foremost on radar to give 
Tesla's electric luxury cars 
a better sense of what is 
around them and when to 
brake. 

New restrictions on 
Autopilot 8.0 are a nod to 
widespread concerns that 
autopilot can lull users into 
a false sense of security 
through its "hands-off" 
driving. The updated system 
will temporarily prevent 
drivers from using it if they 
fail to respond to audible 
warnings to take back 
control of the car. 

"We're making much 
more effective use of radar," 
Musk told journalists. "It will 


be a dramatic improvement 
in the safety of the system 
done entirely through 
software." 

Autopilot, introduced last 
October, has been the focus 
of intense scrutiny since it 
was revealed in July that a 
Tesla Model S driver, Joshua 
Brown, was killed while 
using the technology in a 7 
May collision with a truck in 
Florida. 

The National Highway 
Traffic Safety Administration 
(NHTSA) has been 


investigating Tesla's 
Autopilot system since 
June because of the fatal 
accident. The agency said 
it had been briefed on the 
changes by Tesla. 

"NHTSA will review those 
changes," spokesman Bryan 
Thomas said of the new 
version of Autopilot. He 
declined to offer an update 
on the Tesla investigation. 

The news came as Tesla 
has entered for the the 
Electric GT Championship 
(also known as the will also 


make maintenance and 
repairs easier, organizers 
believe. 

The powertrain remains 
stock, but the Model S still 
got an extensive makeover 
for racing, including 
modified suspension and 
steering. Fender flares and a 
big rear spoiler headline the 
exterior changes, while the 
interior was gutted to save 
weight.

The 
inaugural season will consist 
of seven events, including a 
20-minute practice session, 
30-minute qualifying 
session, and two 37-mile 
races. The seven events 
will all be held in Europe, 
although Electric GT is also 
planning North American 
races that won't be part of 
the championship.

Moore, fresh from riding Found to 
victory for O’Brien in the Prix de l’Arc 
de Triomphe at Chantilly on Sunday, 
said: “He’s a very exciting colt, I’m hop¬ 
ing he’s going to be there and I’m very 
much looking forward to riding him.” 

William Haggas admits Champagne 
Stakes winner Rivet will have to step up 
again if he is to strike Group One gold. 

The Fastnet Rock colt has won two

of three starts this term, putting his de¬ 
but defeat behind him when winning 
the Convivial Maiden at York before 
making a seamless switch to Group 
Two company in the Champagne 
Stakes at Doncaster last month. 

While Rivet won by upwards of three 
lengths at York, he had only a head 
in hand over Thunder Snow on Town 
Moor and although Haggas rates that 
rival highly, he knows more is needed 
of his charge this time. 

Haggas said: “I thought the win last 
time was laboured, but I think the 
ground was a bit loose for him and I 
also think the second was quite useful. 
Andrea (Atzeni) felt he got the run of 
race on the rail and he’s got a bit to find 
to win a Dewhurst on that run.” 

■ fames Fanshawe’s Speedy Boarding 
could have potentially run her last race 
after emerging victorious in a thrilling 
climax to the Longines-sponsored Prix 
de I’Opera at Chantilly.
